To the despots in the Kremlin 
he said, “‘Don’t miscalculate.”’ 
To the bankrupt Arabic na- 
tions, where military ambitions 
and old jealousies rankle, he 
said, ‘“‘Do not allow fear to per- 
vert your true patriotism into 
fanaticism and the acceptance of 
dangerous enticements from 
without.’’ 

Always, throughout the long 
journey of words, he kept re- 
turning to his basic theme, 
which was that the Arabic na- 
tions, and all the small, troubled 
nations of the world at whose 
borders communism promises 
and entices, could look at the 
record. 

As late as 1955, in the treaty 
of Warsaw, the Soviet Union had 
pledged its satellite member- 
nations it would honor “the 
principles of mutual respect for 
their independence 4nd _ sover- 
eignty and non-interference in 
domestic affairs.”’

‘He held before them all that 
pledge and the record in 
Hungary. 

And then, he gave them the 
record of the United States and 
its support of the United Nations 
in the Suez occupation, even 
though to do so we went against 
our two oldest and most faithful 
allies, Britain and France. 

It was at once.a testament 
and an argument. . 

And the recurring theme was 
the deadly parallel of the indis- 


‘ putable record. 


The Congress sat listening. 

But his real audience was al- 
most half a world away. 

To them he pledged non 
interference, but military help 
if, and only if, they requested it. 
And then, only if it met with the 
test of the UN. 

He was saying to them they 
could obtain aid from this coun- 
try for their economic problems. 
They did not, and do not, need 
to be blustered or blackmailed 
into any ‘‘enticements’’ put for- 
ward by the Communist con 
spiracy.

He reminded the Congress that 
Russia did not need the oil 
which is there in such vast 
amounts.

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Ike’s Mideast Plan 
Should Be Speeded 


Just nine weeks after the British- 
French and Israeli attacks on Egypt, 
President Eisenhower has gone to Con- 
gress with an urgent request for standby 
powers to order U.S. military forces into 
action against Communist aggression in 
the Middle East. 

. Furthermore, the President asked for 
200 million dollars annually for the next 
two years for economic aid to the area. 

‘ The address was well-prepared and 
well-delivered. It recognized in no un- 
certain terms that the administration at 
last fully is aware of United States’ re- 
sponsibilities in the area. It showed too 
that the administration knows that it is 
our own security which ultimately is at 
stake. 

The President served notice on the 
Soviet Union and the world that the 
United States would not sit idly by and 
permit communism to take over the area. 
He demonstrated that this country knows 
that the military and political vacuum in 
the region brought about by the collapse 
of British and French influence is a great 
temptation to the Kremlin and that the 
Middle East itself can fill the vacuum if 
it so wishes. 

The Congress can do no other than 
grant the President’s request. Should the 
Suez Canal and the Middle East oil fields 
fall to the Communists, all of Western 
Europe would become part of the Soviet 
satellite empire and this country’s future 
would be most uncertain. 

How the Middle East nations them- 
selves will react remains to be seen. 
Egypt’s Col. Nasser holds the key. Al- 
ready there have been indications in Egypt 
and Syria—where Communist influence 
alreadv is dominant—that these two coun- 
tries may reject the plan. 


At any rate, the President has accept- 
ed the Communist challenge. If it had 
come two years earlier, the present crisis 
might not have occurred. Whether it is 
too little, too late, soon will be evident. 
If it is, war is inevitable because this 
country cannot permit the Middle East to 
fall-to the Soviet Union. 

Similar plans and similar declarations 
have been successful elsewhere—the Mar- 
shall Plan, which saved Western Europe; 
the Truman Doctrine, which saved Greece 
and Turkey; NATO and U.S. troops, which 
saved West Germany. If we had not ac- 
cepted the challenge in all these areas, 
most of the world would now be Commu- 
nist. Then, as now, the actions were 
within the framework of the United 
Nations. 

Let Congress give speedy approval to 
the President’s request. While it involves 
risks, the alternative involves greater 
ones. |

Georgia Criminal Code 
Favors the Defendant 


An apt simile is the one that*Says “as 
futile as a grand jury presentment.” 


Jury presentments are not binding on 
administrative and legislative bodies. The 
presentments “recommend.” Too often, 
constructive suggestions get no further 
than the “recommendation” stage. 


A presentment returned repeatedly by 
Fulton County grand juries is that rec- 
ommending the repeal of the unique 
Georgia law which prohibits cross-exami- 
nation of a defendant in a criminal case. 

Instead, the defendant comes before 
the jury only with his unsworn state- 
ment as to where he was on the night 
of Jan. 16, etc. He doesn’t even have to 
place his hand upon the Book and pledge 
to tell the ‘truth. o 


So far the recurring jury presentments 
have been ignored by the General As- 
sembly. 


Comes now the Grand Jurors Assn., 
the grand jury alumni society, to urge 
the statutory change in the interests of 
justice and crime prevention. 

These experienced grand jurors point 
out that the professional criminal, 
coached by a good lawyer, can tell a 
mighty plausible tale in his unsworn 
appeal. 

The Grand Jurors Assn. likewise be- 
lieves the professional criminal is fa- 
vored by the law that lets the jury, not 
the judge, set the sentence. 

In fairness to the defendant, jurors 
are not told of his previous record. 

The judge knows. He can set the _sen- 
tence on basis of the man’s past behavior, 
once the jury has determined guilt from 
the facts made evident in court. 

These two presentments in, regard to 
court procedure will not stay futile. 

Some day, a thoughtful, fairminded 
Legislature will make the two changes. 

When it does, Justice in Georgia will 
smile.

world would require legislation by 
Congress. 

The administration's legislative 
aim for a broadened refugee pro- 
gram was indicated by Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon in the report he made 
on his recent trip to Austria to in- 
vestigate firsthand the Hungarian 
refugee problem. He recommended 
that legislation ‘‘provide flexible 
authority to grant admission to 
this country of additional numbers 
of Hungarian and other refugees 
from Communist persecution, 
through the use of non-quota visas 
within an annual ceiling.”’ 


He aptly expressed the purpose 
of the broader mission when he 


said of the people who rose against 
their Soviet masters: 

“What they did and are doing 
was not in vain for, by their deeds, 
they sounded the death knell of im 
ternational communism for all the 
world to hear. . . . Those people, 
both inside and outside of Hun- 
gary, who had the courage to ex- 
pose this evil ideology for what 
it is, deserve all the gratitude and 
support which we in the free world 
are so willingly giving them 
today.”’ 

Congress is to be presented with 
a broader objective by the admin- 
istration when it takes up the nec- 
essary legislation covering the im- 
mediate refugee problem arising 
from the Hungarian revolt. 

Early action is needed from Con- 
gress as the administration does 
not want to proceed without spe- 
cific authority beyond the 21,500 
refugees who are’ being admitted 
under emergency provisions of our 
immigration laws. 

These refugees are different from 
any other such group, according 
to professionals in this field who 
are working at Kilmer. About half 
of them are young men who fought 
in the October revolution and 
escaped to avoid being captured 
and sent to Siberia. The refugees 
as a whole are preponderantly in 
the professional and technician cat- 
egory, including doctars, scientists 
and skilled workers of all sorts.

Attacks on Egypt Served 
As Catalyst for Communists

NEW YORK—The British-French and Israeli attacks on Egypt 
have strengthened Communist influence in the Middle Fast. The Soviet 
Union is given credit in the Arab world, as much as or more than the 
United States for the cease-fire in Sinai and the Suez Canal zone. The at- 
tacks fanned the flames of Arab nationalism, weakened Western 
influence and helped the Soviet Union in its attempts to fill the vacuum 


of power in the area. 

Sizable numbers of Soviet-bloc 
personnel have flown into Egypt 
in the last six weeks. Syria is still 
receiving deliveries of arms from 
Czechoslovakia. Both Egypt and 
Syria have received oil deliveries 
from the Soviet Union recently, 
Egypt is expecting the delivery of 
one or two submarines from 
Poland. 


Syria and Egypt are the present 
centers of Communist efforts in 
the Middle East. Both of them 
have been infiltrated to a greater 
degree than any other Middle East- 
ern country. 

Yet it would be false to charac- 
terize either Egypt or Syria as a 
Communist satellite or as a mili- 
tary base ready for use by Soviet 
urmed forces. 

Egypt -has good airfields built 
by the British some of which have 
been damaged by British bombs. 
But she does not have refueling 
and maintenance facilities ade- 
quate to support extensive air op. 
erations. 

‘Syria has about two airfields 
barely adequate for use by mod. 
ern jets. 

- Neither Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
president of Egypt, nor Lieut. Col. 
Abdel Hammid » So-Called 
strong man of Syria, is a Commu- 
nist. There are Communists or 
crypto-Communists in prominent 
positions in both Egypt and Syria. 


But the leaders of these countries 
are fervent nationalists who prob- 
ebly have two pre-eminent pas- 
sions, the exaltation of Arab na- 
Hionalism and the defeat of Israel. 


Soviet military power in the 
Middle East cannot yet be applied, 
therefore, except from bases with- 
in the Soviet bloc, 


British power, though fast de- 
clining, still has bases in the re- 
gion. The value of Cyprus, where 
9,000 tc 10,000 British troops are 
tied down in internal security duty, 
has been reduced by extensive ter- 
rorist activity and by the lack of 
an adequate port, but Cyprus is 
Strategically useful, particularly 
as an air base. 
French power in the Middle East 
is now Virtually nonexistent. 

United States military power in 
the arva is represented mainly by 
the Sixth Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean and one or more small sur- 
face ships in the Persian’ Gulf

Even When The Stilt Wilts, Kansas Rolls Along 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (—The way things stand 
now, it’s going to be tough going in just about 
every conference race this season in major col- 
lege basketball with real corkers shaping up in 
the Big Ten, Southeastern and Pacific Coast. 


And that should keep the big teams hopping 
up and down the list in national rankings. 


Perhaps the only reasonably safe club is 
top-ranked Kansas. The Jayhawks showed they 
could win even with Wilt (The Stilt) Chamberlain 
misfiring as they clipped Missouri, 92-79, in their 
Big Seven conference opener Saturday night. 
Wilt collared ‘‘only’”’ 23 points, leaving the scor- 
ing honors to teammate Gene Elstun for a 
change with 26. 


Other favorites in conference races had a 


rough time, with two well-rated powers ploughed 
under. 


Illinois, the suspected Big Ten kingpin, was 
tripped in its conference debut as Minnesota de- 
feated the fifth ranked Illini, 91-88. 

In the SEC, ninth-ranked Vanderbilt handed 
12th-rated Tennessee its tirst defeat of the season, 


71-68, while Kentucky’s third-ranked Wildcats, 
playing without play-maker Vern Hatton, dis- 
posed of Georgia Tech, 95-72. Vandy, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and defending champ Alabama, a 93-84 
winner over Mississippi, apparently have the in- 
side track for the SEC crown. Better add Auburn, 
which beat Mississippi State, 88-66, to that 
crowd, too. 

On the West Coast, UCLA ran its string of 
consecutive POO successes to 29, but for the 
second night in a row barely managed to clip 
overlooked Idaho by one point. This time it was 
69-68. 

Things were close all over in the PCC. Wash- 
ington made a sweep of its weekend twinbill at 
Southern California, but only by 80-78 on soph 
John Pariseau’s 20-foot jump shot with 49 seconds 
left.

Richmond breezed past George Washington, 72- 
64, and William & Mary handed Davidson an 
llth consecutive defeat, 80-67. 


Idaho State, perennial Rocky Mountain champ, 
made it two in a row over Colorado College, 
77-58. In the Skyline, Utah State, after upset- 
ting Utah, just did defeat Montana, 80-79, while 
New Mexico went into overtime to defeat Colo- 
rado A. & M., 70-62.

Penn winless in the Ivy League, 67-64.
